Pan-canadian  science  project 

This  past  fall  Alberta  Education  undertook 
extensive  and  open  consultations  for  the  draft 
framework  of  science  outcomes.  For  the  first 
time  anywhere  in  Canada,  responses  to  the 
framework  could  be  submitted  electronically  at 
Alberta’s  Pan-Canadian  Science  web  site, 
<http://ednet.edc.gov.ab.ca/pcs>.  In  addition  to 
electronic  submissions,  opportunity  for 
submissions  in  print  form  and  in  meetings  in 
Edmonton  and  Calgary  were  provided. 

During  the  consultations  with  teachers  and 
Albertans,  there  was  strong  support  for  the 
overall  aims  and  goals  of  the  project.  Over  300 
participating  individuals  and  groups  were  aware 
of  the  challenges  involved  for  creating  a high 
quality  framework  and  the  need  to  ensure  that 
Alberta’s  science  programs  retain  their  excellent 
quality.  As  well,  advice  was  provided  by  Alberta 
Education’s  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Pan- 
Canadian  Science  Framework,  a committee 
comprised  of  15  school  administrators;  K-12 
science  teachers;  post-secondary  educators; 
and  representatives  of  professional  associations, 
business  and  industry.  The  information  received 
from  the  consultations  has  assisted  in  the 
development  of  solutions  to  improve  the 
framework. 

A copy  of  the  report  was  mailed  to  school 
principals,  superintendents,  and  those  who 
provided  submissions.

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English  Language  Arts  Kindergarten  to 
Grade  12 

On  June  26,  1996  Honourable  Gary  G.  Mar, 
Minister  of  Education,  announced  the  completion 
of  the  Common  Curriculum  Framework  for 
English  Language  Arts  (Kindergarten  to 
Grade  9)  developed  through  the  Western 
Canadian  Protocol  for  Collaboration  in  Basic 
Education. 

The  curriculum  framework  has  been  distributed 
to  all  superintendents  and  principals  and  is  also 
available  through  the  Alberta  Education  web  site 
under  Students  & Learning,  Western  Canadian 
Protocol  for  Collaboration  in  Basic  Education. 

The  curriculum  framework  describes  outcomes 
that  Alberta  Education  will  begin  to  incorporate 
into  the  programs  of  study  for  elementary  and 
junior  high  schools.  The  revised  program  for 
Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 English  language  arts  is 
scheduled  for  implementation  in  September 
1998. 

During  the  1996-1997  school  year,  work  is 
continuing  on  the  development  of  WCP 
language  arts  outcomes  for  grades  10,  1 1 and 
12.  Meetings  were  held  during  November  and 
early  December  in  Calgary,  Edmonton,  Fort 
McMurray,  Grande  Prairie,  Lethbridge,  Medicine 
Hat  and  Red  Deer.  The  purpose  of  the  meetings 
was  to  seek  the  input  of  teachers,  parents, 
post-secondary  institutions,  business  and 
community  members  on  further  development  of 
the  Grade  10-12  outcomes  and  the  future 
direction  for  senior  high  English  programs  in 
Alberta. 

The  Western  Canadian  Protocol  senior  high 
English  outcomes  are  scheduled  for  completion 
by  June  1997.  The  revised  provincial  senior  high 
English  program,  based  on  these  outcomes,  will 
be  phased  in  over  three  years,  with 
implementation  of  Grade  10  proposed  for 
September  1999.

RlDEAU  HALL 

Since  1867,  Rideau  Hall,  Canada’s  national 
house,  has  served  as  the  official  residence  of  the 
Governor  General  in  Ottawa.  Rideau  Hall: 
Canada’s  Living  Heritage,  a 150-page, 
clothbound  book  takes  readers  on  an  extensive 
pictorial  tour  to  historic  drawing  rooms,  galleries 
and  suites,  which  often  receive  only  official 
guests  and  are  rarely  seen  other  than  by 
dignitaries.  Over  200  colour  images  portray  the 
historically  significant  interiors  of  Rideau  Hall  and 
record  such  occasions  as  Order  of  Canada 
investitures,  ceremonial  presentations  of 
diplomatic  credentials,  official  receptions,  social 
gatherings,  and  the  annual  Governor  General’s 
Performing  Arts  Awards.

The  Equation,  a user  friendly  resource  package 
developed  by  Alberta  Agriculture,  Food  and 
Rural  Development,  presents  an  equation-based 
model  for  food  production  in  our  present 
agricultural  system.  Subtitled  The  Story  of 
Science,  Technology  and  Food  in  a Sustainable 
World,  the  package  presents  a new  perspective 
on  the  challenge  of  ensuring  a sustainable  global 
food  supply. 

Through  the  eyes  of  an  alien  visitor  and  a young 
boy,  The  Equation  begins  as  a short  story 
exploring  the  resources  needed  to  produce  food. 
Modules  describe  each  of  the  six  major 
components  that  are  required  for  agricultural 
production — land,  water,  labour,  money, 
human-made  substances  and  technology. 

The  Equation  was  distributed  to  all  secondary 
schools  through  local  school  boards  in  April 
1996.  A ministerial  introductory  letter,  which 
accompanied  these  packages,  noted  that  the 
resource  provides  a framework  and  a focus  for 
teachers  to  consider  as  they  address  Alberta 
science  and  social  studies  objectives  on  world 
food  supply.
